Mr. John 
Reed, as he was ſtanding within-ſide the Door to keep 
it, was ſet upon by Mr. R. 7—/, Mr. L—th—y, 
Mr. P—4e, who after they had broke in Part of the Ceil- 
ing, and burſt open the Door, caught him by the 
Throat and Hair, and beat him, and one pulFd off 
many Handfuls of Hair, and another kick d him 5 66} 
6 Times till he was ſcarce able to ſtand, when they drew 
back from him, and he eſcaped till he came out, When 
he was tumbled about the Street like the reſt of his 
Companions. On Monday Morning, at Five, Mr. 
P—k—zs, with ſeveral others, blew their Horn, beat 
their Drum, and Pans again, and ſome Butchers and 
Bakers behaved rude. in the Gallery, but all the Sincere 
heard, and were comforted. They who perſecuted} 
came in to ſee if the People could hear, and when 
they found they could hear well, they grew. tired . of 
beating their Pans; and threaten'd to get more in the 
Evening, being determined to uſe us worſe than ever. 

Not long after we were come Home, ſome pretend- 
ed that they pick'd up in the Street, behind the Guild- 
hall, a threatning Note, written by the Methodiſta, 
and accordingly had it cry'd, with a Reward of TWẽ o 
Guineas for the apprehending of the Perſon that wrote 
it.

Ferment: The Perſons who perſecuted increas*d un- 
accountably, on hearing the Note before-mention'd } 
ery'd, and the many Reports which were handed about. 
Some of our Friends would have kept me from going 
to the Houſe that Evening, becauſe the Mob threat- 
ned to murder us, but the Lord gave me no Free- 
dom to hearken to them at all, believing verily if we 
had ſtaid away, we ſhould not have been able to walk 
the Streets. This, with knowing that ſeveral were al- 
ready in the Houſe, who could not come out without 
the Help of many, unlefs at the extream Peril of their 
Lives, made me ſtill more willing to go, and fee what 
the Lord would do. Accordingly Mr. Kennedy, myſelf, Þ 
and ſeveral Brethren, and others went, and as we 
eroſs'd the Foreftreet, found all in ftrange Confuſion, 
alfo the narrow Paſſages were ſhut againſt us, and-fome 
crying out, No Aethodifts ! No Methodifts ! However, 
at Mr. Kennedy's Deſire, a Maid open'd the Exchange 1 
Door, and let us go thro' into the Lane, where the 
Houſe was. It was full of Thouſands, both within 
and without the Houſes, who were all hollowing, and 4 
laughing, and crying out as at Times of electing Menn 
ders of Parliament. We paſs'd thro' a ſmall Lane, 
made in the Midſt pretty well, before they were well 
aware of us, till we got to the Door. They then 
with great Violence puſh'd us in, and follow'd us in 
a moſt terrible Manner with Sticks and Dirt.

While up in the Galleries, ſome Scores flapp'd up and 
down the Seats, others beat on with Sticks, others laid 
on the Wainſcot with their Hands, others pelted us with 
Hard Pieces of Mortar and Potatoes, others piſs'd down *' 
ſo" the People, all hollow'd, and made fo great a | 
Noiſe, that I think, altho' I have ſeen many Mobs, 
and heard many Noiſes, I never was witneſs of the 
Ake; ſo ſaid all the Gentlemen, who were got in by

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this Time, but were no profeſſed Friends. After ſing- 
ing out the Hymn, which we did by Book, it being im- 
poſſible to be heard to name it, I left off, and went up 
in the Galleries, defiring all the People to go down, 
becauſe the Service was now all over. One Mr. 
R ruſh'd; up to me, and aſk'd, What Buſineſs 
IJhad there ? I told him it was my Houſe, and begg d 
he would go out, for that now we were going our- 
ſelves, but he puſh'd me over the Seats, and ſwore I 
ſtruck him, others alſo ſaid they would ſwear it too. 
= And one B t, a ſtout Man, came up with all his 
Strength, and ſtruck me ſeveral Times on the Breaſt, 
and tumbled me over the Seats backward; the reſt be- 
= having. equally rude, and finding I could prevail no- 
thing with them, I went down again, and all the Bre- 
then thought it beſt to commit them to God, and leave 
cem. Ibis we did after we had open'd a Caſement 
into Mr. P—}—7:5s Yard, where he had kept on with 
his Company to drum, and blow his Horns, all the 
Vile we were together. A Gentleman's Servant, in 
bis Livery, was one of thoſe he had employ'd, and with- 
va trying to hide themſelves, all kept on their Work, 
o' we look'd on, and took Notice of them. When 
= we came into the Entry next the Street, we could ſee 
ever the People's Heads, ſome of the Perſecutors 
ſtanding with Flower, throwing it in the People's Eyes, 
= the reſt with Mud and Filth, others with Lamp-black 
and Oil mingled, others with Stones, others with Sticks 
and Clubs, with which they uſed all ill that ventured 
out; not only this, but all fell upon them together, and 
= thruſt their Heads into their Stomachs, twiſted their 
Legs in theirs, and then got them down in the Gut- 
ters, where they roll'd them without Regard to Age 
or Sex, pulling their Hair, een, them of their 
Wigs, and Hats, cruelly beating them beſide, till 
ſome were almoſt kill'd, and ſtifled. We were in 
che Paſſage when theſe Things were doing, and 
ſo could take Notice of a great deal that paſs'd'; tho' 
chere was no Poſſibility of obſerving all, it was fo 
general throughout the Streets. As we ſtaid in the 
Entry, we were advis'd by ſome to draw back, and 
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ſtay till che People were diſpers' d, to which we at | 
firſt conſented; but fearing leſt as Night drew on, they { 
might be able to do us more Miſchief in the Dark, we 
agreed therefore to truſt ourſelves to the Lord, and go 
out thro' the Midſt, and if we had not it might have 
been worſe. For by this Time they had broke in the 
great outward Door, and were uſing Men, Women, and 
Children as they pleas' d.

we ſtaid, and ſaw all the Women ſafe out before we left 
the Place, and then eſcap'd pretty well, only a little 
dirted, puſh'd about, and hollow'd all the Way 
home. On the next Morning we eſcap'd better, 
and hop'd now all was at an End, but in the Even- 
ing were ſoon undeceiv'd ; we were ſo diſturb'd within 


by the loud Noiſe of the Mob, and without by Mr. 


P—kt—7s and his Company, that we were obliged to 
leave off, and get all the People out with great Diffi- 


culty thro' the vaſt Multitude, who appzar'd as violent 


and 
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acious as at any Time before. The Mob then 
ee us all the Way to Mr. Kennedy's Gates, and 
hen ſet up a loud Huzza, and left us. The next 
Day Bills were paſted up at different Parts of the Town, 
ſeveral Sorts, ſome in mean Poetry, ridiculing the 
Miniſters, and the moſt popular of the Society, and in 
the others an Account of a Tragick-Comedy, that was 
be ated for the Benefit of Mr. Cennict, at the 
Theatre, to which would be added a Concert of rows 
Muſick, . But tho? undoubtedly the Devil did 
theſe Means ſeek to raiſe together a greater Mob the 
vert Evening, yet he was diſappointed, for none of us 
eat that Night, nor indeed till I came away. One 
otcr'd to pull down one of the aforemention'd Papers 
artin's Gate, by the Church-yard, when two Men 
cnc up to him, and told him if he meddled with it 
n Vwould beat his Brains out. This is a ſhort Relation 
bat paſs'd, of which in Part I was an Eye-wit- 
z; the reſt I receiv'd by Word of Mouth from thoſe
